Dr. C. N, Hickok Says It Never 


Floated Over Fort Bedford. 


ORIGIN OFTHETRADITION 


A YOUDC Lawyer Was the Author of the 


"Story"—The Engraving of the Old 


Court House and Frlaon. 


EDITOR GAZETTB:—I have, of late, 


been under the impression that my 
days for 
newspaper correspondence 


were over, but ou reading in your 
paper "this afternoon, the very inter- 
rating and valuable contribution of 
my old friend, Hon. William P. Schell, 
on '-The Court House and Prison of 
1774," I was inspired to talk to your 
readers through your columns once 
more, as 1 have frequently—more or 
less—done during the fifty-six years 
just past. 


The primal reason for this impulse 


was the consideration that whatever 
is written as history, and received as 
luch, should be history, without touch 
or taint of legend or romance. 
Now, 


while Mr. Schell, as a historian, is 
acknowledged to be care-taking and 
uniformly correct, and has rendered, 
as chronicler of early events and as a 
searcher amongst the archives of our 
county, incalculable services in rescu- 
ing our local p»st from oblivion, he 
has, in his contribution above referred 
to, in one of the instances narrated by 
him evidently been misled by a ficti- 
tious popular impression, not even 
resting upon a legendary foundation, 
but as I will give you proof for the 
assertion, is a mere fabrication of ro- 
mance. 
I refer to the so-called 


"Duke of Bedford Flag." I'll tell you 
where that flag came from, how it got 
into the possession of the worthy family 
now owning it, and also how it came 
to be received as a popular belief that 
"His Grace the Duke" presented it to 
Fort Bedford. 
I got my facts from 


old residents of Bedford, who were 
living here when I came to the town 
over a half-century ago and who, 
when I first knew them,had been living 
here.some sixty,someseventy,and some 
eighty years previous 10 the time of 
my making their acquaintance. I may 
state further, by way of preface, that, 
from a child 1 bad a passion for history 
ud for stories of "ye olden time" and 
old people, who had stories to tell, 
found in me always an eager listener. 
Had I possessed the foresight to record, 
as 1 beard them, tbe wealth of local 
historic lore that thus came to me 
during the early years of my residence 
in Bedford, 1 could now give to the 
public a book that would be invalua- 
ble to it as well as a small mint of 
substantial value to me. But bow did 
"The Flag" get to Bedford? Frederic 
Nawgel the Elder, the father of Fred- 
eric I^awgel, who owned tbe present 
Eicholtz farm 
on the 
"Raystown 


Branch," north of "Elm Bark," and 
tbe step-father of the late Anthony 
Stiffler, and the builder and owner of 
the "Nawgel Inn," on West Pitt street 
in 1771. was, as were others of our 
early citizens, a soldier of the war of 
1313. He went to Canada and fought 
under Gen. W. H. Harrison. 
When he 


returned after the war, he had the flag 
with him, as our returning soldiers 
often bring curiosities home from the 
field. It was a "spick, span, brand 
new'" flag. It had never been unfurled 
and has never been since. 
How did 


he get it? He captured it! Not from 
a fort, for it is a navy, not an army 
flag. At his death it became the prop- 
erty of his step-son, Anthony Stiffler, 
who also inherited and lived and died 
in the old house. At StiiBer's death it 
fell by inheritance to the present own- 
ers. 


Xow how about the "tradition" (?) 


that "The Duke of Bedford presented 
tbe flag to the fort." That "tradition" 
is just about forty years old and it 
originated in this way: Many of the 
older citizens will remember a bright, 
prepossessing young lawyer, who came 
to Bedford and hung out his shingle 
sometime in the latter part of tbe 
fifties, I forget the exact year. John 
Palmer was his name. He was a good 
fellow, a little too fond of romantic 
literature probably ever to have be- 
ccme a great jurist, but he was smart, 
bright and well liked. He, moreover, 
could writs very pleasant, readable 
stories. The "Flag" story was one of 
them. He showed me the manuscript 
before he published it. I objected to 
it on tbe ground that it might make 
inaccurate history. For once in my 
long life I was a true prophet. It did 
or I would not need to write as I am 
doing to-day. His story ran, in brief 
as I recall it, about thus : The Rays 
town fort had its name changed to 
"Fort Bedford," in honor of The Duke 
etc. 
His 
Grace, overflowing with 


gratitude, asked the "Old Stockade" to 
accept a flag and to "do and die" under 
its folds, and soon. This, so the story 
ran, was in 1760. Tbe flag "kissed the 
mountain breezes" right along unti 
1776, when "Hail Columbia" began to 
be raised between "G. W." and Geo 
III. The news came to Bedford abou 
six weeks after the fourth of July o 
that year, that the colonies were de 
clared independent. 
Then the young 


bloods of the town went wild with pa 
triotism and whisky and the night th 
tidings were received they went, in th 
rain and darkness, (remember the rain 
and tore down the flag of the Duke an 
King George and raised the "stars an 
stripes" of the colonies in its stead. I 
might be mentioned here, as a curiou 
coincidence, that the stars and stripe 
were not adopted as the standard o 
the colonies for many months after 
ward, which makes it bad for this poi 
tion of the narrative. 


I once undertook to negotiate a sal 


of the relic and was met by the stun 
ning remark as to its identity, by on 
versed in archeological and herald 
matters, that it was not an army fla 
at a1! and its age could not have ant 
dated the American Revolution for th 
reason that it was a Union Jack of th 
British navy of a design that was m 
adopted by the admiralty until tb 
year 1304. H it could, therefore, hav 
belonged to Fort Bedford forty-s: 
years before flags of its type were : 
existence, its appearance, so elegant: 
its preservation, is proof positive tb 
it never bung over a fort for cixtee 
years. Minns tbe inevitable fading 
tion, it* freshness indicates that it h 
new had weather exposure. It Is 


eautiful, splendid fabric and very 
aluable. It is, moreover, unsoiled and 
nworn. The eyelets, for unfurling it, 
ave evidently never had cords drawn 
irougb them. It was fresh from stor- 
,ge when it was brought to Bedford.

WASHINGTON, March 4 —The inau- 
iral address delivered to-day by Presi- 
ent William McKinley follows: 
My Fellow Citizens:—When we as- 
embled here on the fourth of March, 
897, there was great anxiety with re- 
ard to our currency and credit. None 
xists now. Then onr treasury re- 
eipts were inadequate to meet the cur- 
ent obligations of the government, 
ow they are sufficient for all public 
eeds and we have a surplus instead 
f a deficit. Then I felt constrained 
o convene the congress in extra ses- 
on to devise revenues to pay the 
rdinary expenses of the government. 
Now I have the satisfaction to an- 
ounce that the congress just closed 
as reduced taxation in the sum of 
orty-one millions of dollars. Then 
iere was deep solicitude because of 
ie long depression in onr manufac- 
uriag, mining, agricultural and mer- 
antile industries and tbe consequent 
istress of our laboring population, 
bw every avenue of production is 
rowded with activity, labor is well 
mployed and American products find 
ood markets at home and abroad. 
Our diversified productions,however, 
re increasing in such unprecedented 
olume as to admonish us of the neces- 
ty of still further enlarging our 
oreign markets by broader eommer- 
.al 
relations. 
For this purpose 


eciproeal trade arrangements with 
tier nations should in liberal spirit 
e carefully cultivated and promoted. 
The national verdict of 1898 has for 
ie most part been executed 
What- 


ver remains unfulfilled is a continu- 
ng obligation resting with undimin- 
shed force upon the executive and the 
ongress. But fortunate as our condi- 
lon is, its permanence can only be 
ssured by sound business methods 
nd strict economy in national ad- 
.inistration and legislation. 
We should not permit our great pros- 
erity to lead us to reckless ventures 
n business or profligacy in public es- 
enditures. 
While the congress de- 


erinines the objects and the sum of 
ppropriations, 
the officials of the 


xecutive departments are responsible 
or honest and faithful disbursement, 
iid it should be their constant "care 
o avoid waste and extravagance. 


Honesty, capacity and industry are 
osvhere more indispensable than in 
ublic employment. These should be 
undamental requisites to original ap- 
ointment and the surest guaranties 
gainst removal. 
Four years ago we stood on the 
rink of war without the people know- 
ng it and without any preparation or 
Sort at preparation for the impend- 
ng peril. I did all that in honor could 
e done to avert the war, but without 
vail. It became inevitable; and the 
ongress at its first regular session 
ithout party division provided money 
u anticipation of the crisis and in 
reparation to meet it. It came. 
The result was signally favorable to 
merican arms and in the highest de- 
ree honorable to the government. It 
mposed upon us obligations 
from 


.vhieh we cannot escape and from 


hich it would be dishonorable to 
eek to escape. We are now at peace 
rith the world, and it is my fervent 
rayer that ii differences arise between 
s and other powers that they may 
e settled by peaceful arbitration and 
hat hereafter we may be spared the 
orrors of war. 
Intrusted by the people for a second 
.me with the office of president, I 
nter upon its administration appreci- 
ting the great responsibilities which 
Uaeh to this renewed honor and com- 
lission, promising unreserved devo- 
,on on my part to their faithful dis- 
harge and reverently invoking for my 
uidarce the direction and favor of 
Imighty God. 
The American people, intrenched in 
reedom at home, take their love for it 
ith them wherever they go, and they 
eject as mistaken and unworthy the 
octrine that we lose our own liberties 
y securing the enduring foundations 
f liberty to others. 
Our institutions 


will not deteriorate by extension, and 
ur sense of justice will not abate un- 
er tropic suas in distant seas. As 
eretofore, so hereafter will the nation 
emonstrate its fitness to administer 
Dy new estate which events devolve 
pon it, and in the fear of God will 
ake occasion by the hand and make 
ie bounds of freedom wider yet. 
If there are those among us who 


would make our way more difficult we 
aust not be disheartened, but the more 
arnestly dedicate ourselves to the task 
pon which we have rightly entered, 
'he path of progress is seldom smooth, 
few things are often found hard to do. 
ur fathers found them so. We find 
iem so. 
They are 
inconvenient. 


)hey cost us something. 
But are we 


,ot made better for the effort and sacri- 
.03, and are not those we serve lifted 
,p and blessed ? 


We will be consoled, too, with the 


act that opposition has confronted 
very onward movement of the repub- 
LC from its opening hour until now, 
ut without success. The republic has 
larched ou and on, and its every step 
las exalted freedom and humanity. 
Ve are undergoing the same ordeal as 
.id our predecessors nearly a century 
ago. We are following the course they 
>lazed. They triumphed. Will their 
.uecessors falter and plead organic im- 
jotency in the nation ? 


Surely after 125 years of achieve- 


ment for mankind we will not now sur- 
render our equality with other powers 
on matters fundamental and essential 
to nationality. 
With no such purpose 


was the nation created. In no such 
spirit has it developed its full and in- 
dependent sovereignty. We adhere to 
.be principle of equality among our- 
selves, and by no act of ours will we 
assign to ourselves a subordinate rank 
,n the family of nations. 


My fellow-citizens, the public events 


of the past four years have gone into 
listory. They are too near to justify 
recital. Some of them were unfore- 
seen; many of them momentous anc 
far reaching in their consequences to 
ourselves and our relations with the 
•est of the world. The part which the 
United States bore so honorably in the 
thrilling scenes in China, while new to 
American life, has been in harmony 
with its true spirit and best traditions 
and in dealing with the results its poll 
cy will be that of moderation and fair 
ness. 


We face at this moment a most im 


portant question—that of the future 
relations of the United States and Cuba 
With our near neighbors we must re 
main close friends. The declaration o 
the purposes of this government in th 
resolution of April 20, 1S98, must b 
made good. 
Ever since the evacua 


tion of the island by the army of Spain 
the executive, with all practicabl 
speed, has been assisting its people in 
the successive steps necessary to th 
establishment of a free and independ 
ent government, prepared to assum 
and perform the obligations of inter 
national law, which now rests upon 
the United States under the treaty o 
Paris. 


The convention elected by the peopl 


to frame a Constitution is approachin 
tbe completion of its labors.

transfer of American control to the nev 
government is of such great impor 
tance, involving an obligation resul

county seat of Qilpin county. Oar 
[lustration represents the greater part 
f the thickly settled area. There is 
some level ground within the corporate 
imits, bnt only where the streets have 
aeen graded. If you closely examine a 
map of Colorado yon will find Gilpin 
county in a sort of pocket, squeezed in 
Between Boulder, Jefferson, Grand and 
tear Creek, suggesting abide and seek 
corner among the mountains. 


If there were any way of aecomplish- 


ng it by direct thoroughfares, a good 
lorseman could ride over its length and 
ireadth in an hour or two. Yet here 
s where permanent gold mining in the 
locky mountains had its beginning 
nd ia being perpetuated. There are 
our centres of population—Black 
Hawk, Central City, Nevada and Rus- 
sell Gulch—in the order named as you 


pproach them from the east, and the 
ntire lot is engaged in mining for 
joid. 


They are so strung together in the 
Arrow gulchea and along the hillsides 
t is hard to determine where each be- 
gins or leaves off. But it is a mighty 
idustrial centre all the same. Out of 
ihe rock-ribbed mountains surrounding 
>his little brick and stone metropolis 
lave issued nearly $100,000,000 in gold. 
No other section of Colorado has such 


record. 
The casual visitor from 


another state wonders how they did it 
and where it came from. If he cares 
0 take a trip underground the miners 
will be glad to show him. There are 
no loafers, no idle men, up there. They 
hre busy with efforts to maintain 
be gold standard, since it came to 
hem without their consent. They pro- 
need Henry M. Teller,Jerome B.Chaf- 
ee and a cloud of other statesmen, law- 
yers and jurists. This just by way of 
lastime, so to speak. In the last year 
he brawny fellows who labor in the 
epths by candle light broke down 
and shipped to market 63,689 tons of 
ire. 


The stamp mills of that region pro- 


duced in 1900 8500,000 in solid chunks 
if gold from ores which no other pro- 
«sa could handle at a profit, the 
faDgue rock of the fissure veins after 
he smelting product containing the 
irincipal values had been carefully 
orted out of it for treatment in the 
>enver furnaees. On the surface of 
>ntral City only a few men are seen 
>y day or by night. Tbe major part 
of the male inhabitants are down in 
he shafts and winzes and levels ana 
ross-cuts, drilling and blasting out the 
glittering mineral which, when amal- 
•amated or smelted, makes every Col- 
uradoan glad he is alive and a citizen 
of this broad and beautiful common- 
wealth. 


The men yon see on the surface are 


merchants, bankers, superintendents 
or mechanics. 
The people wear fairly 


good clothes and look respectable. Tbe 
andle light brigade, however, don't 
wear purple and fine linen very often, 
only on Sundays and holidays,but they 
>wn the banks. Nearly two-thirds of 
he million or more on deposit there 
s the savings of the working miners. 


That seems to be a pretty good coun- 


y to live in if a man cares to be frugal 
and put away his surplus wages. Same 
of the best dwellings in tbe town are 
owned by the gold diggers. 
Yet the 


intire population of the county by the 
ast enumeration is only 6,690 and of 
Central City, 3,113. These are things 
>o gash over if one were inclined to 
elaborate. 
There are three weekly 


newspapers and they are among the 
best in the land, bristling with local 
events and loaded with news from the 
mines. They tell us of a prodigious 
ndnstry that has developed extraordi- 
nary dimensions tbe past two years 
hrougb tbe introduction of fresh cap- 
tal, the application of great quanti- 
ies of tbe latest improved machinery 
or the mines and mills, the steadily 
enlarging scope of power drills, the 
Iriving of tunnels and levels whereby 
mines which yielded butslight tonnages 
n former years have been converted 
nto store houses of available wealth.

•ery recent time hand drilling has ac- 
complished the maj )r part of the un- 
derground openings, and that with 
.he new appliances more work can be 
done in a single week than was for- 
merly possible in a month, and at less 
expense.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Yes, 
the 


econd inauguration of Mr. McKinley 
was certainly carried through on an 
mperial scale. As in ancient Rome, 
be people are amused with gorgeous 
pageants while they are losing their 
most precious possession—liberty. 
It 


was fitting, perhaps, that a man who 
lad just been given by a subservient 
lartisan majority in congress more 
.ntocratiepower than was ever possess- 
ed by any American president, and 
more than many kings are allowed to 
exercise, should be given an imperial 
nauguration. It was also in keeping 
with the public extravagance which 
las grown to such stupendous magni- 
ude under his first administration as 
o stagger and frighten the conserva- 
iive element of the country that more 
jublic money should be spent upon 
lis second inauguration than was ever 
pent upon the inauguration of any 
ither president. Just how much this 
nauguration has cost the public treas- 
ury will never be known, but that it 
s an enormous sum anyone can see. 
Pour companies of Porto Rican troops 
were brought all the way to Washing- 
on to march in the imperial parade— 
amples of colonial subjects, as ii 
were; likewise tbe cadets from West 
'oint and Annapolis, wbo had not 
>articipated in an inaugural parade 
ince Grant's second, before, and the 
regular troops from every military 
tost in reach. In addition to these, 
seven warships were brought near 
enough to have their entire crews iu 
the parade. All of this cost a heap of 
money, to which must be added the 
SO,000, which tbe use of the pension 
office for the inaugural ball cost the 
rovernment. Like the legislation of 
the Fifty-sixth congress, now happily 
dead, tbe second inauguration of Mr 
McKinley was conducted, regardless of 
expense, and the dear people must pay 
be bills for both.

historical incident in which he took 
•very prominent part, namely, the im- 
peachment proceedings against Presi- 
dent Johnson, who, after a long and 
bitter contest, in wh'.ch his defender, 
Mr. Evarts, 
displayed 
remarkable 


ability, escaped conviction. In 1S7B 
Mr. Evarts represented the Republic- 
an party before the electoral commis- 
sion in the Hayes-Tilden controversy 
over the presidency. The commission 
decided against Mr. Tilden and in 
favor of Mr. Hayes. When the latter 
became president he appointed Mr. 
Evarts secretary of state. Mr. Evarts 
represented the United States at the 
Geneva convention, in its demands for 
indemnity for the loss to American 
shipping at the hands of Confederate 
privateers. The case being submitted 
to a court of arbitration, Mr. Everts 
looked after 
the interests of this 


country with rare skill, Uncle Sam 
being awarded 315,300,000. He was 
chief counsel for the late Henry Ward 
Beecher in the celebrated trial in 
which the eloquent divine figured and 
secured the acquittal of his client. 
The dead barrister was a man of in- 
defatigable energy, careful, cool and 
keen. 
During his active career he 


played a prominent part in the scenes 
enacted in the political and legal 
arena.

the home to the more extended parts 
of the country, and that the teaching 
of oceans, lakes, rivers, mountains, 
&c., should be done by calling atten- 
tion to and comparison with the ponds, 
creeks and hills near the home and the 
school. Mr. Clark's method of teach- 
ing geography is good and shows that 
he has given the subject careful study. 
Mr. Clark's talk was followed by somr- 
remarks of general discussion, after 
which "Home, Sweet Home" was sung 
by the institute, and the institute ad- 
journed at 11 30 for the refreshments 
of the noon hour. 


The seating capacity of the school 


room was crowded during the forenoon 
and it was very evident that the peo- 
ple could not be seated during the 
afternoon unless some measures were 
taken to get some extra seats. An 
effort was made and the chairs from 
the P. 0. S. of A. Hall were obtained 
for the asking and were placed in the 
school room. This added much to the 
comfort during the afternoon session 
and we wish to thank the P. 0. S. of A. 
for lending a helping hand. 


At 1 30 p. m. tbe institute was again 


called to order by the chairman, and 
it consisted of a house packed full of 
people. A number of songs were then 
sung by the institute. 
Miss Myrtle 


Sonser, a teacher of Napier township, 
then read a very well prepared paper 
on "School Discipline." 
Miss Souser 


called attention to a number of good 
points to be considered in the matter 
of discipline and referred especially to 
that most natural weapon for a lady to 
use—love for the pupil. 


A paper on "Music in the School" 


was then read by Miss Adah Snively, 
of Schellsburg. In the words, as she 
read them, "Children are full of music 
and they will give expression to it. 
Our duty is to lead them to love good 
music and to love it for its own sake. 
If children were taught to love good 
music there would be less wickedness 
in the world. It is a good aid in dis- 
cipline and still more so in moral train- 
ing. No time is lost by singing a few 
songs. It means more time for study. 
Gather up roving thoughts of the chil- 
dren by uaiting them in a chorus of 
cheerful singing and they will put 
increased effort on the difficult prob- 
lems of study." 


The subject of music drew a good 


deal of humor from Prof. Enoch and 
Prof. Cooper and their complimentary 
remarks upon each other created a 
storm of laughter. Prof. Enoch stated 
that he only sang for his own "amaze- 
ment;" but when Prof. Cooper sang 
there was "amazement" for both. But 
their humor was not all. There were 
a number of good points brought out. 
Prof. Cooper maintained that music is 
a means of discipline and that a good 
song would bring a school to order 
and that if a teacher does not know 
anything about it the time is well 
spent in trying to learn a little about 
it. Prof. Enoch advocated the central 
ization of schools and the employment 
of music teachers. 
He also stated 


that if music were taught to all the 
few could not be so independent about 
it. If Miss M— became offended and 
refused to sing alto, there would be 
18 or 20 others in the same church 
ready and willing to do so, and that a 
knowledge of music would bring about 
more harmony among musicians 
The 


opinion was also expressed that if tbe 
reading of music were taught along by 
tbe side of tbe reading of prose and 
poetry and with a similar effort, that 
music would be as easily read as prose 
or poetry. 


"Habits" was then discnssed by H H. 


Poole, after which the county superin- 
tendent, Prof. J. A. Wright, who had 
arrived j ist before the opening subject, 
spoke very forcibly upon the subject 
of "Habits," stating that "Habits" 
was an important subject and should 
be thought of by parents as well BE 
teachers and children. He also stated 
that mothers and companions are 
teachers of habits as well as the school 
teacher, and spoke of many important 
habits of the pupil and teacher, and 
how important is the habit of saying 
"no" when temptations surround us. 
a A query-box was then conducted by 
Prof. Cooper and during the collection 
of queries another song was sang by 
the institute, after which a number of 


Miss Deremer is an excellent reader 
and shows rare talent along that line. 
Then the order of the programme was 
somewhat changed for the convenience 
of those who had to leave for the 8 40 
train and Prof. D. F. Enoch, principal 
Hyndman schools, addressed the insti- 
tute, using as his subject "The Little 
Red School HouseMust Go." Mr. Enoch 
most beautifully pictured what must 
become of the "Little Red School 
House" and what must soon take its 
place. He showed how the home and 
the school and the church all stood to- 
gether in tbe early history of our coun- 
try and how we have not kept them 
apace, how the school house has been 
allowed to slow-up its pace and fall 
behind in the race for improvements 
and how the church and the home have 
been improved at a sacrifice of the 
school. He maintained that the church 
and the home, beautiful andgrand and 
convenient as they are being made,are 
not too good, but, that, as the school is 
to take the place of the home, it should 
be as beautiful and good and attract- 
ive as the home. He said the children 
have the same right to a beautiful and 
comfortable school house as the older 
folks have to a beautiful and well 
equipped church,and the same right to 
a beautiful and convenient location. 
He has perhaps caused the people of 
this community to think more about 
what a school house ought to be than 
they have ever done before, and we 
hope the thoughts that have been 
awakened will soon take shape and 
form in the erection of a new building 
here. 


The next was a paper, "Our Need," 


by Miss Mary C. Richards, of New 
Paris. 
Miss Richards, in speaking of 


the needs of the home and the school, 
said we should endeavor to make our 
homes as cheerful and attractive as 
possible, but fine furniture does not 
make the home. 
There are many 


houses richly furnished that are not 
enjoyable homes because love and hos- 
pitality do not reign there. Visitors 
do not care so much how the house is 
furnished if they are made to feel that 
they are welcome and are entertained 
by an amiable and refined hostess.Chil- 
dren should be taught to be polite[to 
parents, brothers and sisters, as well 
as to strangers. 


Prof. G. T. Cooper, principal Schells- 


burg schools, then addressed the insti- 
tute on the subject of "What Consti- 
tutes a Good School?" Prof. Cooper 
showed the characteristics of a good 
school by sse of the following outline: 
A good school house well located with 
pleasantsurroundings; good textbooks 
and how they should be introduced; 
good apparatus, good directors, agood 
teacher. Prof. Cooper discussed each 
point very forcibly. He would have a 
school ground selected as you would 
select a place for a home, and text 
books exchanged and purchased only 
to get the best. A man who is inter- 
ested in education and is successful in 
the management of his own business 
has the qualifications for a good direc- 
tor. 
The influence of s deserving 


teacher will never fail to have effect 
upon the after life of a pupil. 


As usual, the superintendent, Prof 


J. A. Wright, was the last speak- 
er because everybody knows that he 
can still talk with ease and give ample 
suggestions for thought after all the 
others have finished and the people 
gladly waited to hear him, although 
they hid already been held for nearly 
two hours. Prof. Wright is an eloquent 
speaker and possesses that rare power 
of making people anxious to hear him 
again. 
His address was full of sugges- 


tions so clear that even the inattentive 
could nothelp but listen with profound 
silence and be inspired with the truth.

PANIC 
AND CONFUSION 


Carried Into Ohio and Indiana,- But the 


Kalil Did Not Help the Confederate 


Ckaie. 


"Cavalry rJinc." raid the major, "is 


exciting, but very exhausting business. 
Long distance raids in an enemy's 
country can be made only where there 
are a good many horses. John Morgan 
could never have made his 
raid 


through Indiana and Ohio in 1SC3 If 
the counties raided tad not been,wefi 
supplied with the best horses in the 
west When be started from the Cum- 
berland river, .in east Tennessee, Mor- 
gan believeU that be would sweep 
everything before him and that, if 
properly supported, he would capture 
Cincinnati. 


"Morgan, with a well organized bri- 


gade of cavalry 4,000 strong, swept 
northward from the Cumberland river 
through Kentucky to the Ohio river at 
Brandeuberg, 40 miles below Louis- 
ville. There he captured two steam- 
boats, crossed the river, swept.through 
southern Indiana, galloped around Cin- 
cinnati, not inore than ten miles from 
the city, and then moved eastward, 
expecting to cross the Ohio river at 
Butfington. but was driven back, made 
another attempt at Wellsville, but was 
finally captured at New Lisbon. 


"This was the most remarkable raid 


of the war. It carried panic and con- 
fusion into Ohio and Indiana, but-in 
results it was of no benefit whatever 
to the Confederate cause. Morgan be- 
lieved that there would be an uprising 
in the Confederate interest in Ken- 
tucky. There was not 
He believed 


that the peace Democrats in Ohio 
would give him at least secret support 
but when his men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats 'the latter joined^ 
the ranks of Morgan's pursuers, and 
before the raid was half over the 
whole state was aroused, and men 
who had taken no interest in the war 
previous to that time shouldered their 
squirrel rifles to- figijt. the -raiders who 
were stealing tb'eir jb.orsVs'aEd carry- 
ing the horrors of' war^to -their very 
doors.

"There was bard riding -allnne time 


for Morgan's men. They left behind 
them a wreckage of broken down 
horses. They kept ahead of their Un- 
ion pursuers simply because they stole 
horses right and left and remounted 
the men. but they were finally captur- 
ed, and that fall Ohio gave the war 
party the largest majority in the his- 
tory of tlie state up to that time. In 
fact the Morgan raid, by carrying the 
war into the peaceful d'stricts of In- 
diana and Ohio, provoked a funons 
feeling of resentment, which influ- 
enced people for 20 years. 


"The comedy of the raid was fur-. 


Dished by the people of tlie districts 
wholly unused to war. wholly unpre- 
pared for it and with exaggerated 
ideas of the ferocity of Morgan's men. 
For two weeks it was only necessary 
for some mischievous boy to shout 
'Morgan is coming!' in any village in 
central or southern Ohio to create a 
panic. I know that many of the raiders 
after Morgan got no rest night or day, 
slept in the saddle, and not a few of 
them fell off their horses in sleep. At 
tbe end of the raid they were as ex- 
hausted as Morgan's men. but with 
a more difficult task to perform they 
never received half tbe praise given 
to the raiders. 


"I remember." continued the major, 


"one case Jn" which a woman- stabled 
her carriage horses In 'the parlor-for- 
two days: ;tb keep them out of- Mor- 
gan's hands. 1 saw Morgan's men ride 
by that house and 'saw some of them 
•top to listen at the unusual'sound of 
horses' f e«"t on a carpeted Soor. but the 
parlor horses were not disturbed. Some 
of our neighbors drove their horses, 
cattle and sheep 30 miles into tbe in- 
terior and were away from home a 
week. Morgan's men looted right and 
left, and some of them had bolts of 
calico strapped 'o their saddles when 
they were captured. 


"Morgan, it must be remembered.' 


made his whole raid with artillery and 
a wagon train, but.he was not ID. Ohio 
co fight and he demonstrated at once 
the ease with which a peaceful district 
may be invaded by a mobile column 
and at the same time tbe peril involv- 
ed in such a venture. In a few days 
50,000 militiamen were in tbe field 
against him. At first he played with 
these green soldiers., but at last they- 
bung on his flanks, eager for fight as 
bulldogs. 
In the last days Hobson's 


men, who had followed Moigan for 
hundreds of miles through three states.- 
closed in on their old enemies with a 
gleefulness that exceeded anything of' 
the kind 1 ever saw in the army, and 
Judah's men. closing in on the other 
side, settled tbe fate of the raiders. 


"Morgan's men knew by tbe maneu- 


vering and the firms; when they were 
faced by trained soldiers, and the first 
charge of the Union cavalry had in it 
the impetus of delayed vengeance. The 
tinionists who rode in that charge bad 
old scores to settle, and Morgan's tired 
veterans were overwhelmed. 
After 


Morgan bad escaped from the peniten- 
tiary at Columbus.and had.reorganized 
his command and was again raiding 
Kentucky hundreds of Union soldiers 
on their way home; for discharge left 
their trains and ioined in the pursuit 
simply to get a crack at ihe old raider, 
and Morgan knew when their rifles 
spoke that be was op against tbe real. 
thing."

branch of the government deems essen- 
ial to the interests of Cuba and the 
Jnited States. The principles which 
ed to our intervention require that the 
undamental law upon which the new 
rovernment rests shou'd be adopted to 
leeure a government capable of per- 
terming the duties and discharging the 
[unctions of a separate nation, of ob- 
serving its international obligations of 
jrotecting life and property, insuring 
jrder, safety and liberty and conform- 
ing to the established and historical 
policy of the United States in its rela- 
tion to Cuba. 


The peace which we are pledged to 


leave the Cuban people must carry 
with it the guarantee of permanence. 
We became sponsors for the pacifica- 
tion of the island and we remain ac- 
countable to the Cubans, no less than 
to our own country and people, for 
the reconstruction of Cuba as a free 
commonwealth on abiding foundations 
of right, justice, liberty and assured 
order. 
Our enfranchisement of the 


people will not be completed until free 
Cuba shall "be a reality, not a name; 
a perfect entity not a hasty experi- 
ment bearing within itself the ele- 
ments of failure.'1 


While the treaty of peace with Spain 


was ratified on the axth of February, 
1899, and ratifications were exchanged 
nearly two years ago, the congress
